NATURE NOTES 


The fall, to use American parlnanee, has begun. Trees are begin- 
ning to drop their leaves, which are changing colour from grean 
to yellow, rea. and orange. I think one of the best places to see 
the glory of autumn colours around here is the road fron Hempton 
to Barford. The maples, elders, sycamores and hawthorns , to 
nane but a few, are ablaze with colour and there are berries in 
plenty to add to it. Walk down the hill and if you have time go 
through Barford St. Michael and turn left, up past the church, 
then along Rignell Lane to see the chestnut trees with line the 
road, 


Man has always respected trees in the past. They have provided 
wood for his house, tools and weapons, his alecask and water butt, 
his cart and boat, his fire and last of all, for his coffin. The 
celtic druids worshipped in oak groves and travelling preachers 
gathered their hearers under the gospel oak. Fairy tales have 
woods for their scttings. 


The Ronans intraduced the sweet chestnut and walnut to grow 
around their villa gardens. Later, monks returning fron 
continental pilgrinages brought back seeds of sycamores and 
fruits and nut bearing trees for their monastic gardens. In the 
{7th & 18th centuries botanists and explorers brought specimens 
from India, the far Hast and the American continent, Later still 
the Victorian enpire builders and traders were responsible for 
introducing and planting many large estates with foreign trees. 
There are only two British conifers, the Scots pine and the yew. 
All others have becn introduced and now forestry is a lerge 
conmercial industry in the hilly ports of Britain. 


Trees and woods are the habitat of many insects, birds and 
nannals and the host for many mosses, lichens ond ferns. Their 
fallen leaves in winter make further shelter for hibernating 
insects and mamnals.

Confirmation 


The Bishop cf Dorchester. came here on 13th September to confirm 

adults and adolescents in the course of the 10.30 a.m, service, 

They then received their first communion, Those confirmed were

There are two different and opposing views of the sacrament of 
Confirmation, The one holds that it is the natural sequel of 
Baptism so everyone who has been baptised as an infant should come 
to confirmation, There shouid be no restrictions on it and it 
should not be difficult for anyone, 


The opposing view states that while Baptism is for everyone, 
Confirmation is only for those who deliberately choose it as 
adults or near~aduits and who are prepared to pay for their 
choice by coming to classes, accepting a discipline and commiting 
themselves to service in Church, If Baptism equals a C.S.B., 
then Confirmation equals 'A‘ level, You make it hard, soc as to 
make it valuable, The grace of God may be free, but it is not 
cheap.
